jected, they disappear from the 
official figures and their bill van- 
ishes completely in normal wel- 
fare state costs.

asylum flood. 

He dismissed the Govern- 
ment’s costings as fundamentally 
unreliable: “The problem with 
Barbara Roche’s figures is that 
it’s difficult to distinguish what 
she’s talking about.” 

To make things even worse, it 
seems likely that the ISU estimate 
itself underestimated the real to- 
tal cost. 

For example, it made no effort 
to include the extra policing bill 
and the problems caused by 
scarce resources being diverted 
from other local and national gov- 
ernment projects into helping asy- 
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lum seekers. 

If all the factors were taken 
into account, it is likely that even 
our own headline would be an 
under-estimate. 

A figure of £5 billion a year is 
probably more realistic. And just 
in case you can’t quite get your 
head around that, take a look at it 
written another way: 
£5,000,000,000. 

That’s an awful lot of extra 
nurses, bobbies on the beat, 
school repairs and tax cuts! 

Don’t forget, though, even 
though Tony Blair’s responsible 
for taking that little lot out of our 
pockets, we’re all still paying for 
the asylum seekers the Tories let 
in when they were in power, and 
the Lib-Dems only complaint is 
that we’re not letting even more 
in.

BNP Ex-Servicemen back campaign 
fo restore hero's memorial 


On September 29", 1944, Corpo- 
ral Johnny Harper was with a pla- 
toon from the 4" Battalion the York 
and Lancaster Regiment trying to 
cross a dyke near the Belgian- 
Dutch border in the face of fierce 
German resistance. 

With his commander killed and 
under heavy fire, Cpl. Harper took 
charge, attacked an enemy position 
and knocked out a machine gun 
nest, capturing four prisoners sin- 


gle-handed. Then, still under heavy 
fire, he went in search of a crossing 
point, found one and contacted 
neighbouring British troops, then 
returned to his men to tell them how 
to cross safely, before falling mor- 
tally wounded. His actions that day 
helped to carry an important objec- 
tive, and won him the Victoria Cross. 
Some years later, Johnny Harp- 
er’s bravery received a different 
kind of recognition. In that now 
bygone pre-PC time when it was 
still acceptable to bring children up 
to value heroism, sacrifice and the 
virtues of our forebears, his story 
was turned into a front-page comic 
strip in the boys’ magazine Victor. 
Meanwhile, back in his hometown 
of Doncaster, South Yorkshire, a 
brass plaque commemorating Cor- 
poral Harper’s deeds and his VC 
was put up in the local hospital. 
And so it remained until, not long 


ago, a sharp-eyed ex-soldier caught

YARDIE GANGSTERS ON THE MOVE! 


In a bid to maintain street credibil- 
ity and a vice-like grip on crack 
cocaine dealing in London’s crimi- 
nal underworld, black Yardie gang- 
sters have now resorted to enforc- 
ing their illegal trade with Israeli- 
made Uzi sub-machine guns! 
With street nicknames like “In- 
stant Justice” and “Street Sweeper” 
it’s hardly surprising that the Met- 
ropolitan Police Commissioner Sir 
John Stevens has now set up a spe- 
cial task force from Scotland Yard 
called ‘Operation Trident’ in a bid 
to smash gun crime before parts of 
London resemble that of a war- 


zone. 

Operation Trident Commander 
Mike Fuller, said: ““There is real con- 
cern about the type of weapons that 
we are seeing now and the num-

A Uzi submachine gun was used 


to spray bullets out-side Chicago’s 
nightclub in Peckham, South Lon- 
don, last year when eight people 
were injured, | 

Last July, a victim was riddled with 
five bullets in different parts of his 
body, near Coldharbour Lane 
Brixton, from a Mac 10 sub-machine 
gun. Stray bullets passed over a 
nearby empty school playground 
highlighting the frightening dam- 
age and untold suffering gun crime 
can cause to innocent people 
caught up in gang feuding. 

Terry Gander, a guns expert, said: 
“These are modern weapons and 
very different from the sawn-off 
shotgun and the old service re- 
volver you used to associate with 
crime. 

These are symbols of authority 
as well as weapons. They give re- 
spect on the street. If you are a drug 
dealer and you are waving an Uzi 
around then people will take a lot 
more notice of you.” 

Since Operation Trident was 
launched, police have recovered 
more than 51 guns, mostly hand- 
guns, and made 188 arrests. In re- 
cent months, police have reported 
an increase in the confiscation of
